Dr. Henikoff succeeds James A. Camp- 
bell, M.D., who retired in September 
1983 after serving as president for 19 
years.

In advising the Trustees of the selection 
of Dr. Henikoff, Harold Byron Smith, 
Chairman, noted that Dr. Henikoff had 
been associated with Rush-Presbyterian- 
St. Luke’s from 1963 to 1979. 


Dr. Henikoff was graduated with high- 
est honors from the University of Illinois 
College of Medicine where he was re- 
cipient of numerous academic awards. He 
was valedictorian of his class and elected 
to Alpha Omega Alpha, the national 
medical honors society. He came to the 
Medical Center in 1963 following gradua- 
tion, as an intern in pediatrics. Upon com- 
pletion of his residency at Presbyterian-St. 
Luke’s Hospital, he served as a clinical 
instructor at the University of Illinois Col- 
lege of Medicine and at the Georgetown 
University Medical School. He returned to 
Rush in 1969. 


He is a diplomate of the American 
Board of Pediatrics and its sub-board of 
pediatric cardiology, which is his special- 
ty. He served as acting dean and associate 
professor in Rush Medical College and 
was named the outstanding teacher by the 
students who voted him the Phoenix 
Award in 1977. He was senior attending 
physician at Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital before leaving for Temple in 1979. In 
the year before his departure he served as 
vice president for interinstitutional affairs. 


Dr. Henikoff’s appointments as pro- 
fessor of medicine in Rush Medical Col- 
lege and senior attending at Presbyterian- 
St. Luke’s Hospital will take place at early 
meetings of the appropriate faculty and 
medical staff bodies.
